EXAMINER'S REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the prior art 
of record teaches or discloses a projection objective for short wavelengths, in particular for 
wavelengths less than 157 nm , for EUV lithography or an X-ray optical subsystem wherein 
mirrors have multilayer coating, characterized in that there are two different layers or substrate 
material that differ in the rise in coefficient of thermal expansion as a function of the temperature 
in the region of the zero crossing of the coefficients of thermal expansion, in particular in the 
sign of the rise. Laufer et al. (2005/0185307) discloses the mirrors in EUV lithography and X- 
ray lithography and CTE of the multilayer mirrors. However, Laufer does not disclose the two 
different layers or substrate materials that differ in the rise in CTE as claimed.
